TREES THAT GROW ON TREES. 
“Orchids aren't the only plants that 
grow in the air,” said an employé of 
the government Bureau of Forestry 
recently, in discussing tropical! plants. 
“In the Hawaiian Islands is a tree, 
growing from thirty to 100 feet high, 
which often begins life away up on top 
of other trees.

With time, as the lit- 
tle plant becomes large, the roots in- 
crease in girth, until at last they are 
great, solid things, as thick and pow- 
erful as those of any other big tree.

_ [Youth's Companion:] The home of 
the Oraibi branch of the Moqui Indians 
is a mesa 500 feet high, upon which 
the old Indians practice the snake 
dance and other favorite ceremonies of 
the tribe. But it i¢ probable that the 
coming generation, or, perhaps, the 
present one, will grow out of these 
things. The white man, with his 
schoolhouse and other usages of civill- 
zation, has found the young Indians 
and made friends of them. 

A few years ago these Indians of the 

esa were conéidered hostile because 
they exhibited more opposition to the 
influence of the whites than did the 
other Moquis. When it was proposed 
tp build a schoolhouse at the base of 
the mesa and to place all the children 
in schoo!, the parents stubbornly re- 
fused to permit it. But a house was 
built, and after jong and persistent ef- 
fort, every child of proper age was en- 
rolled as a pupil. The Indians, who 
had so vigorously opposed at first, be- 
came zealous friends of the school as 
soon as they saw the results of it. 

The enterprise has been very suc- 
cessful, and now one may etand near 
the school at 7 o'clock in the morning 
and looking up at the plateau, 500 
feet above, see suddenly a curious 
thing. Little children, looking like 
dolls, begin to appear over the edge of 


| the mesa. One child comes into view 


behind another, and soon the face of 
the great rock is alive with the little 
creatures as they descend, in single file, 
the eteep, zigzag path leading to the 
base of the mesa and the school.

CRIMINAL OF 
GREAT RENOWN. 


RISE AND ADVENTURES OF THE 
FAMOUS CARTOUCHE. 


Living in the Eighteenth Century 
He Managed te Terrorize the 
French Capital for VYeare—Attacked 
a Nobleman in His Chateau—Finally 
Broken on the Wheel. 


—— 


{Paris Letter to New York Sun:] 
It is asserted by French criminolo- 
gists that their great captains of crime 
are the deseendants of rogues and 
vagrants, who themselves were off 
shoots of members of the Free Com- 
panies of the Middle Ages hired 
rulers to fight their: battles and given 
free license to kill and plunder by 
their employers, and that the coming 
forward in modern times of some Eu- 
ropean criminal of surpassing ability 
or dexterity is simply atavistic recru- 
Jdescence, the reappearance in him, 
after generations of somnolence, of 
predatory habits highly developed in 
remote ancestors, members of the 
Free Companies alluded to. 

In the eigpteenth century France 
produced three criminals whose fame 


§::: been more enduring than that of 


any who have since come to the sur- 
face. These were Cartouche, Pouial- 
lier and ManJrin. Popular accounts 
of their feats are usually false, exag- 
geraied and fantastic. A little is 
taken from this or that source until 
the actual truth is obscured beyond 
recognition. Police reports are I'ke 
bulletins written on the battlefield, 
protographic impressions, as nearly 
accurate as human fallibility will per- 
mit of. It is from some of these in 
the archives of the police that I am 
giving a brief summary of a few of 
the exploits of Cartouche. 

Louis-Dominique Cartouche was 
born in Paris in 1695. His parents 
were honest burgeois, so weil to do 
that they were able to send their son 
to the college of Clermont. He 
promptly showed that his taste was 
more for action and intrigue than for 
the-mono:onous routine of study. 

STEALING HONEY. 

There had been sent to the princi- 
pal of the college three pots of Nar- 
bonne honey.

CRIMINAL OF 
GREAT RENOWN. 


RISE AND ADVENTURES OF THE 
FAMOUS CARTOUCHE. 


Living in the Eighteenth Century 
He Managed te Terrorize the 
French Capital for Yeare—Attacked 
a Nobleman in His Chateau—Finally 
Broken on the Wheel. 


[Paris Letter to New York Sun:] 
It is asserted by French criminolo- 
gists that their great captains of crime 
are the descendants of rogues § and 
vagrants, who themselves were off 
shoots of members of the Free Com- 
panies of the Middle Ages hired by 
rulers to fight their battles and given 
free license to kill and plunder by 
their employers, and that the coming 
forward in modern times of some Eu- 
ropean criminal of surpassing ability 
or dexterity is simply atavistic recru- 
Jdescence, the reappearance in him, 
after generations of somnolence, of 
predatory habits highly developed in 
remote ancestors, members of the 
Free Companies alluded to. 

In the eighteenth century France 
produced three criminals whose fame 
has been more enduring than that of 
any who have since come to the sur- 
face. These were Cartouche, Powlal- 
lier and Man.irin. Popular accounts 
of their feats are usually false, exag- 
gerated and fantastic. A little is 
taken from this or that source until 
the actual truth is obscured beyond 
recognition. Police reports are lI'ke 
bulletingswriiten on the battlefield, 
protographic impressions, as nearly 
accurate as human fallibility will per- 
mit of. It is from some of these in 
the archives of the police that_I am 
giving a brief summary of a few of 
the exploits of Cartouche. 

Louis-Dominique Cartouche was 
born in Paris in 1695. His parents 
were honest burgeois, so weil to do 
that they were able to send their son 
to the college of Clermont. He 
promptly showed that his taste was 
more for action and intrigue than for 
the monoronous routine of study. 

STEALING HONEY. 

There had been sent to the princi- 
pal of the college three pots of Nar- 
bonne honey. To posess this tempt- 
ing prize became the dream, obsession, 
bobby and hunger of Cariouche. At 
this period plastered ceilings were not 
common. Those of the college of 
Clermont consisted of beams placed 
together, planked on the upper side 
and covered with earth faced with 
tlles. This formed the flooring of 
the rooms. Those above the princi- 
pals room were vacant. Cartouche 
gained access to these unoccupled 
apartments by picking the locks of the 
doors leading into them. Onee thre, 
he removed the tiles, earth and planks, 
and with the aid of a rope he de- 
scended to the room eof the principal, 
fastened a cord to the pots of honey 
and when he had returned to the up- 
per room pulled them up after him. 
He then replaced the planks, earth 
and tiles with such sk!!! that no trace 
remained of their having been dis- 
turbed. He concealed his prize inthe 
uninhabited room. It proved far more 
valuable than the expected; for be- 
neath the coating of honey were porce- 
lain boxes containing altogether a 
hundred double louis d'or. 

The astute Jesult who was the prin- 
cipal, suspecting the thieving  pro- 
clivities of his pupils, had concealed 
the money under a coating of honey. 
He was not long in discovering the 
theft. The alarm was given and 
everyone was astonished that the 
priest should be so seriously disturbed 
over the loss of a little honey. At 
first suspicion was directed ‘against 
the servants; their innocence proved, 
it was transferred to the students. 
Instinctively the thoughts of all were 
turned to Cartouche, imspired by the 
somewhat lavish expenditures in 
which he had recently been indulging. 
Moreover, traces of honey had been 
noticed in his room. 

Cartouche, therefore, was not 
greatly surprised when he was sum- 
moned to the office of the principal, 
where he found assembled a tribunal, 
consisting of his father, uncle and a 
police magistrate. It was before this 
stern trio that the principal made the 
accusation of theft and denounced 
Cartouche as the culprit. The scamp 
protested his innocence, but the uncle, 
incredulous, seized him and searched 
him and found concealed in the lining 
of the seat of his smal! clothes twelve 
bright, new double louis d'or. Noth- 
ing remained but confession and resti- 
tution, which was made by his parent, 
who returned Cartouche to the pater- 
nal roof. 

JOINS THE CRIMINAL CLASS. 

The life he led there was not an 
agreeable one. His home was any but 
an exhilarating abode. Iil-fed, badly 
clothed and deprived of money, his 
vicious instincts brought him natur- 
ally and rapidly into relations with a 
horde of criminals. First he learned 
to cheat at cards. made loaded dice, 
and finally to pick pockets. By de- 
grees. as his accomplishments grew, 
he .ecame associated with a gang of 
burglars, who were not long in ap- 
preciating his abilities. learned 
to rely upon his courage. aptitude, 
adroitness, invention, his intrepidity 
at critical moments, and his effrontery 
in extricating himself and them from 
embarrassing complications. The ta!- 
ents of every grade of criminal were 
concentrated in .him. Before he had 
reached his twentieth year he had 
gained the reputation of being the 
most adroit thief in Paris. 

Cartouche’s family necessarily was 
ignorant of his baleful gifts. With 
them he played the hypocrite; they 
thought him entirely reformed or on 
the way of becoming 80; the consum- 
mate rogue seemed to grow in recti- 
tude day by day. This aroused the

reform had net been in vain, and he 
assured them with pathetic unction 
that they had judged rightly. 

On 
the eve of the marriage of his sister 
he was detected in robbing his future 
brother-in-law. The mask of reforma- 
tion was shattered. and Cartouche 
took to flight and proceeded with a 
chosen band to ravage the suburbs of 
Paris, robbing farms and isolated 
houses and passengers on the high-

society was completely ruptured; he 
assumed the responsibility, and 
henceforth, until he was taken and 
executed, he played a game of subtle 
strategy with the police, 
ATTACKS A NOBLEMAN. 

One day as he was crossing the plain 
of St. Denis his attention was at- 
tracted by a chateau of picturesque 
beau.y. Inquiring the name of the 
owner, he was informed that it be- 
longed to the Baron Hector d'Orbes- 
son. This name recalled to him one 
who when he was detected in stealing 
at college was the most brutal in as- 
sisting in his punishment. At mid- 
night with his band he attacked tne 
house. The doors were broken open 
and Cartouche at the point of a pia- 
tol forced a valet to lead him to his 
master’s room. The Baron, by good 
luck, was sitting up with a_ friend. 
The noise made by his assailants 
| gave him opportunity to prepare. 

-ell armed and barricaded in the 
room the Baron and his friend of- 
ved a defense that Cartouche with 
all his skill and cunning could not 
overcome. With the break -of day 
neighbors came to the rescue and the 

dilants were obliged to decamp, set- 
ting fire to the chateau as they took 
their departure. Several times subse- 
qucntly he attempted to assassinate 
D Orbesson, who in turn became the 
aggressor, with a result that nearly 
proved fatal to Cartouche, as we shall 
see in the sequel. 

Cartouche on a certain occasion was 
returning from Lyons to Paris in tne 
public conveyance. He was accom- 
panied by his HNeutenant, Crrorain. In 
those days the journey, one of three 
hundred miles, was of from eight to 
ten days’ duration. In the vehicle 
was a very pretty woman, calling 
herself the Countess d’Arseme. in 
reality, unknown to Cartouche, she 
was a “confidence woman” of consid- 
e-able notoriety. The soi-disant 
Countes was accompanied by a woman 
companion, a groom, a maitre d’hotel, 
and a valet de chambre, all accom- 
plices, members of her band. Ac- 
quaintance between the two rogues 
was quickly made. The woman, who 
boasted of her wealth, complained bit- 
terly of the barbarjty of a father who 
would not allow her to travel in her 
own carriage, drawn by her own 
horses and served by her own special 
retinue of servants.

Cartouche, well 
armed, and covetous even in the face 
of imminent peril, entered the room 
noiselessly and was preparing to throw 
himself, knife in hand, upon the ab 
sorbed man, when the latter turning 
his head, he recognized In him a for- 
mer college chum, De  Lushert.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 24.—The Presi- 
dent announced this afternoon that at 
an early Gate he would ask the nations 
of the world to join in a second con- 
gress at The Hague for the promoting 
of arbitration. 

The occasion for the announcement 
was the reception by the President of 
the delegates to theInterparliamentary 
Union, which recently held a session 


at St. Louls. At that session the fol- 
lowing resolution was unanimously 
adopted: 


“Whereas, enlightened public opin- 
fon and the spirit of modern civiliza- 
tion alike demand that controversies 
between nations be settled in the same 
manner as disputes between individuals 
are settied, that is by the judgment 
of courts In accordance with recog- 
nized principles of law; therefore 

“This congress requests that the 
several governments send delegates to 
an’ international conference to be con- 
vened at a time and place to be agreed 
on by them for the consideration of 
the following questions: 

“(1.) Questions for the con-ideration 
of which the conference at The Hague 
expressed the wish that a future con- 
ference be called. 

“(2.) The negotiation of arbitration 
treaties between the nations frepre- 
sented at the conference to be con- 
vened. 


The advisability of creating 


congress of nations to convene pe- 
Tiddically for the discussion of inter- 
national questiona. 

“And respectfully and cordially re- 
quests the President of the United 
States to invite all the nations to send 
representatives to such conference.” 

The President's acceptance of the 
terms of the resolution was received by 
those present with enthusiastic ap- 


 plause.

Scheme for Utilizing State Troops 
One that Will Readily Appeal to 
California Militiamen, it is Believed. 
Instruction at Artillery Posts 
Feature of Efficiency Programme. 


(BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES] 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 24.—[Exclit- 


sive Dispatch.] Among the letters sent 


by the War Department to Governors 
of States regarding strengthening reg- 
ular coast defense artillery by giving 
training to State troops, was one letter 
addressed to Gov. Pardee of Califor- 
nia. Letters were also sent to the. 
Governors of Washington and Oregon. 
{t is the desire of the War Department 
4o strengthen the coast defense artil- 
lery on the Pacific Coast particularly 
and to bring the State troops of the 
three Pacific Coast States up to a 
high point of efficiency in the service. 
The scheme of utilizing State troops 
in coagt-defense work is outlined by 
plans that have been made already 


for New York State troops, as follows: 


“Each company of organized militia 
would be assigned to a battery to 
which one company of artillery is des- 
ign In time of peace, the assign- 
ment to be for drill and instruction: 
in time of war, as a part of the reg- 
ular garrisons and under command of 
artillery post commanders. 

“Thag each artillery post commander 
to whose post an assignment is made 
shall arrange with the commanding 
officers of organizations so assigned, 
through the colonel of the regiment, a 
system of instruction for the same by 


Grills and instructions at post, by lec- 
tures and instruction at the armory, 


by the attendance of officers* at post 
schools and by the attendance at the 
post of the reserve during the annual 
target practice. 

“It is unnecessary to go into details 


fn outlining the instruction that should 


be given. It will develop and extend 
as men and officers become more and 
more proficient in their duties. When 


assignment has been made, and off-~ 
cers and men appreciate that they wil] 


alwaye be welcome as individuals at 
their assigned posts to witness drills 
and gain information, it is believed 
many will take advantage of this and 
spend their spare time in perfecting

BY ANOTHER HEAVY RAIN.

Damp Weather After the Storm 
Would Mean Great Loss to Nearly 
All the Ranchers—Only by Prompt 
Handling Can Mildew on the Beans 
be Avoided. 


(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES! 

VENTURA, ° Sept. 24.—Another 
drenching rain visited this section Yo- 
day, the county generally getting a 
second good wetting within the past 
twenty-four hours. As more rain ts 
predicted for tonight and tomorrow, 
the farmers are beginning to fee) dis- 
couraged over the outlook, especially 
those with beans lying in the flelds in 


shocks. It is thought that it will take 
very little more of moisture to rutin 
the small beans, while with a very 
little soggy weather following these 


rains the Iimas themselves wiil be tn 
grave danger. The small bean, such 
as Lady Washington and black eyes, 
have a very much thinner pod than 
the lima and are of necessity less im- 
pervious to a wetting. The lima can 
stand considerable moisture. If prop- 
ériy and rapidiy handled. when clear- 
ing weather comes, mildew can be 
But this extra handling costs 
money, and whether or not the limas 
are saved, there will be considerabie 
expense following the raifs for the 
bean farmers. 

Beets wil! not suffer from the rains 
except in the way of delay in handling. 
The fields will have to get dry before 
hauling to the factory can be resumed, 
Walnuts will feel no ill effects from 
the wetting, a® they are not yet ready 
for the harvest. Even then a little 
rain on them would not harm them. 

The rain has already come in suffi- 
client quantity to start the new feed, 
as in the hills and mountains away 
from the coast the rainfall was mucn 
greater than here. Up Ojai way and in 
the Matilija cougtry nearly two inches 
of rain fell, while up about Santa 
Paula ranges two and a half inches 
have been recorded. The: rains will 
practically eliminate what old Ge was 
left, but the warm weather wil! qQuickiy 
bring on the new. Ten days of such 
weather as now exists will see new 
feed in plenty on the ranges.

‘HUNTINGTON'S 
BUY BY SEA. 


Gets Control of Five Miles of 
Newport Beach, ~ 


Means a Big Stir and Much 
Railroad. 


Most Extensive Movement 
Along Seaside. 


Late yesterday afternoon the final 
papers were passed in a deal of much 
importance to those interested In the 
development of the ocean frontage in 
Southern California, and the details of 
which will be read with pleasure by 
many residents of Orange, Riverside 
and Los Angeles counties, as it affects 
interests in each of these divisions of 
this part of the State. 

This is the purchase of the interests 
of W. 8. Collins of Los Angeles in the 
Newport Beach Company by Henry E. 
Huntington. The purchase practically 
gives Mr. Huntington complete control 
of over five mileg of magnificent ocean 
frontage there, as heretofore he has 
owned almost one-half of the com- 
pany'’s stock. A few shares are still 
held by C. L. Lancaster of this city. 

In exchange for his holdings in the 
Newport Beach Company Mr. Collins 
takes land lying west of the Southern 
Pacific Railway at Newport, and the 
company retains all the unsold lots to 
the east of the Southern Pacifie road 
and the wharf, and lying between New- 
port Bay and the ocean. Altogether 
Mr. Huntington by this deal comes into 
possession of about 600 acres of beach 
lands, part of it including the largest 
island at Newport Bay, comprising 
about 150 acres. 

IT MEANS ACTIVITY. 
The transfer of stock made yesterday 


sort that will show marked resulis 
within a very short time. Mr. Hunt- 
ington purposes grading and improving 
all that tract of the townsite lying to 
the east of the wharf, and this will be 
put in first-class condition before be- 
ing placed on the market.

With the passing of practically all the 
shares of the Newport Beach Company 
into the hands of H. E. Huntington, it 
is understood that a period of notable 
activity will prevail, and in connection 
with the important work done at Hunt- 
ington Beach, this enterprise will at- 
tract notice from all sections, as the 
most extensive movement of the au- 
tumn.

There are many tons of 
cull fruit that are annually allowed to 
rot, while In the commercial labora- 
tories which might be built for its 
consumption, it could be transmuted 
into gold. It matters not how many 
blemishes an orange or a lemon aay 
have—if_it possesses citric or other 
acid we can forget these. 

“Not only in fruits, but in vegetable 
material as weil, this country is rich 
in by-products. Some time ago a man 
made a fortune by discovering that 
corn pith, properly treated, could be 
manufactured into cellulose, which te 
used in the construction of every mod- 
ern fighting ship in the world. 

“There are wild woods growing tn 
Southern California, among the man- 
zanita and scrub oak that covers the 
hills, that have extremely valuable 
properties in the manufacture of fur- 
niture and useful wooden articles. An 
old Yankee cooper who spent some 
time here several years ago, told me 
that he found on the sides of the San 
Jacinto Mountains some unknown but 
tough young timber that beat any- 
thing he had ever seen in the manu- 
facture of rough kegs and barrels. In

success lies, and I sfall turn my 
tention to it at once. Commercial 
acids, used in quantities that seem 
astonishing when the figures are men- 
tioned to us, li€ in the crude state in 
the rinds and pulps of native Califor- 
nia fruits, and ft may be that the 
great acid supplies of the future, or at 
least, some of them, will be taken from 
these sources. 

“In addition, people believe that 
there are but two ways to use native 
fruits at all—to eat them fresh from 
the trees, or to can and preserve them. 
Properly . treated and packed, im- 
mersed in solutions that I believe: can 
be made from their own native juices 
by laboratory experiment, I think 
that preservation in almost perfect 
condition can be carried to an almost 
indefinite length of time. I experi- 
mented last year myself, and in a 
combination of acid syrup which I 
manufactured from waste oranges, I 
was enabled to keep California oranges 
and lemons for nine months without 
any appreciable change in their con- 
tour, appearance or taste. 

“The native woods of this State, dif- 
fering from the woods of any other 
section of \this country, havé never 
been properly taken in hand: their 
actual business values, let alone their 
ornamental worth, have never been 
rea4iized. People think of Southern 
California as a sert of paradise—of 
climate, where one grows fruit by the 
carload, throws half of it away and 
ships the rest at falling prices. in 
freezing Weather. Men are so prodi- 
gal of their fruit that they do not 
realize just where the loss comes in. 
When fruit—and other things that 
Southern California grows as weill— 
are seriously considered, just as the 
Illinois farmer considers corn and 
Oats, and all the ways in which they 
may be utilized, and their products 
diverted to the marble counter of the 
savings bank, then frult-raising in 
California, I believe, will be on a 
thoroughly paying basis.”

FOUND 


HISTORIC TREASURE 
BY LABORER. 


IETRO GARCIA, working as 4 rail- 
P ros laborer,. yesterday unearthed 

at the “diggings” near the Aliso- 
street_bridge, a priest's black box, con- 
taining a crucifix of ebony, an extreme-~- 
ly ancient Testament, a prayer-book 
whose type shows it to be one of the 
oldest in existence, and a string of 
old Spanish beads. 

The find, while worth but little in- 
trinsically, carries with it the memortes 
of history, and is a precious relic for 
the antiquarian. The treasure is now 
in the possession of Dr. J. M. Alex- 
ander of Tacoma, who has been travel- 
ing through Southern California for a 

ear past. 

‘ The anes was of old redwood, crude- 
ly fashioned, and had been eaten away 
by a siow dry rot untij] it crumbled 
ty pleces at the touch. The contents 
of the box, protected from the elements, 
had suffered little. Nothing was found 
near it, save a few mud-dried bricks, 


and Dr. Alexander surmises that en 
old ado house once stood upon the 
site, and* that it was ruined scores 


of years ago, leaving this remnant of 
man’s presence safely hidden in the 
debris beneath. 

Garcia, whose Spanish stock is min- 
gied with Italian blood, as his name— 
compounded from two languages—eas- 
ily shows, had little knowledge of the 
worth of his treasure, and sold it to the

He says that 
this government, so long as he admin- 
isters it, shall be run neither by a 
plutocracy nora mob. He says that 
the foundation of successful govern- 
ment lies in the moral rectitude of its 
individuals. He says that the men 
we must have in power are the men 
who are clean in life. 

This is the philosophy of Theodore 
Roosevelt, and its perfect exemplifica- 
tion is found in himself. It is the em- 
bodiment of the finest spirit In our 
national life. It cannot be successful- 
ly attacked, and the less the Demo- 
crats attack it the less of a jolt they 
will get in November. Judge Parker 
is right.—-[Portland Oregonian. 


A, Hopeless Fight. 

Thoughtful Democrats have proba- 
bly not entertained much hope of suc- 
cess in the present campaign, but the 
thoughtless enthusiastic partisans, if 
they do- not largely outnumber their 
more philosophic brethren are gen- 
erally more vociferous and managed 
to a considerable extent to impress 
their views on the party. The latter 
have been greatly shaken of late by 
events the significance of which it is 
impossible to ignore, and the results 
in Vermont and Maine will in all 


jasm. These States may be fairly 
regarded as politically typical of any 
and all the States extept those in the 
South. There are two parties In each 
of them and both parties have had 
their factional quarrels. This may be 
said of every State in the Union, for 
though the Southern States have prac- 
tically but one party it has its fac- 
tions, and serious ones at that. In 
spite of divisions the Republican 
party polled a phenomenal vote in 
Vermont and Maine. The Maine Dem- 
ocrats are as partisan, if not more so, 
than In any American State and they 
made supreme effort, but they failed 
to weaken the Republican phalanx, 
while in Vermont many of the Dem- 
ocrats voted squarely with the Repub- 
licans, declining to sever the connec- 
tion to which they were driven by 


people of these two States are 
not essentially different the 
people of other States. They are as 
amenable to r@éason as others, and as 
kely to be influenced by political 
penings which call for reflection 
and a change of political views. If 
there were any serious opposition to 
Republican administration outside of 
a partisan Democracy it would cer- 
tainly show itself In these States. It 
might not be as decided in Vermont 
as in some other States, but it would 
be seen and felt in the election, while 
in Maine it would manifest itself as 
fully as im any other State of the 
Union. The votes of those States 
speak for themselves. There is ab- 
solutely no weakening in the Repub- 
lican ranks, no drift whatever from 
the Republic party to the Demo- 
crats, while a’ considerable number of 
the latter are acting with the Repub- 


licans and may be regarded as per- 
manently enrolled in the party. 
There will probably be no further 


effort of the Democrats to carry any 
New England State. The most ob- 
tuse will recognize that Connecticut 
and Rhode Island are Democratic rain- 
bows. But the lesson taught by these 
elections is far broader. There is no 
more probability of carrying Indiana 
and New Jersey than there was of 
catrying Maine or of reducing the 
majority in the latter to a smal! fig- 
ure. It is evident from these élections 
that the Republicans are not only sat- 
isfied with thelr party's administra- 
tion of public affairs, but are highly 
gratified and niost anxious for a con- 
tinuance of the country’s prosperity 
under the same conditions. There is

Public Works Commission should be 
appointed by the Mayor, Bowen and 
Stafford think the selection should be 
left either to the Council or to the 
people. The committee is expected to 
report tomorrow to the Council. 

The City Engineer yesterday morning 
said that his objection to the appoint- 
ment of the commission by the Mayor 
was that it would make the city gov- 
ernment too much of a one-man 
regime. “My preference would be,” 
said Stafford, “to have the commis- 
sioners elected by the people. Then 
no one about the City Hall would 
have any strings on them. 

“Under the provisions of the new 
charter amendment the elective offices 
of Superintendent of Streets and City 
Engineer will be abolished. In their 


places will be the positions of Inspector : 


of Streets and City Engineer, to be, 
filled by appointments made by the 

Public Works Commission. [If those 
commissioners are appointed by the 
Mayor, then he has strings on them; 
but if elected they are independent. 

“Under the charter provisions adopt- 
ed two years ago, the Mayor is vested 
with the alithority to appoint the fire, 
health, police and park commissioners. 
To give to him the additional author- 
ity to name the Public Works Commis- 
sioners would be placing the city gov- 
ernment practically in his hands. 

President Bowen is said to hoid sim- 
flar views in regard to the selection 
of the commissioners. Mathews «and 
Finlayson incline to the opinion that 
the Mayor should name the members. 
In the City Attorney's office yeste-:- 
day afternoon, a report was formu- 
lated along these lines for presenta- 
tion to the Council t rrow. 
Eaton signs the document it will be a 
majority report. Otherwise it will be 
submitted without a récommendation. 

The charter revisionists have decided 
to discard the recommendation in the 
Mayor's message that the office of City 
Purchasing Agent be created bya 
charter amendment. .The committee- 
men are of the opinion that the pres- 
@nt system of purchasing supplies is 
giving general satisfaction. 

A communication from the Munici- 

al League asking that the Charter 

yision Committee submit a char- 
ter amendment providing for the hold- 
ing of municipal elections on odd years 
was Yesterday afternoon filed with the 
City Clerk. It will probably be con- 
sidered by the committee at a specia) 
meeting in the City Attorney's office 
next Monday morning. 

Considerable discussion has been oc- 
casioned among politicians as to the: 
method of procedure by which the 
municipal elections are to be changed 
to the odd years. That will, of course, 
necesaltate a one-year or a three-year 
term. It is the generally-expressed 
opinion that the. polxicians will not 
«consent to go through the turmoil of 
3 city election, if the winners are to 
old office but a single year. On the 
other hand, it is argued that under 
the provisions of the city charter, no 
elective Officer can serve more than 
two years without going through the 

formula of being reélected, 

One amendment on which all mem- 
bers of the committee are agreed is 
that providing for the extension of the 
civil service reguiations so as/to in- 
clude the Police and Fire Departments. 

In a communication filed yesterday 
with the City Clerk, the executive com- 
mittee of the Municipal League an- 
nounced that it favored the adoption 
of all the proposed amendments and 
would recommend them to the people. 


NITRIC ACID. 
FIRE CHIEF PROTESTS. 

Acting Fire Chief O'Donnell yester- 
day morning asked the Fire Commis- 
sion to make regulations for the stor- 
ing of nitric acid that will afford pro- 
tection to the members of the depart- 
ment in case of fire.. He said that at a 
recent fire at No. 121 South Broadway 
members of the department narrowly 
escaped serious injury from nitric acid. 

Fire Commissioner Yates added 
weight to this request by reciting a 
number of instances in ogher cities in 
which nitric acid had caused the death 
- of members of fire departments. A few 
'gnonths ago Denver lost its chief in 
a conflagration in which nitric acid 
played a prominent part. 

The Mayor appointed Commissioners 
Thompson, Yates and Diss as a com- 
mittee to investigate the subject and re- 
port at mext Saturday's meeting of the 
commission.

STORM SEWERS. 
FLOOD WATER UNCHECKED. . 

Delays Occasioned by suits in court 
and by controversies over locations 
have so retarded work on the new sys- 
tem of storm sewers that none of them 
will be completed in time to be of serv- 
ice the coming rainy season. 

Bonds were voted for the storm sew- 
ers at the same time as those for the 
constructicn of the ogtfall sewer, but 
they were not sold until several months 
later. City Engineer Stafford hoped 
last spring to have some of the main 
sewers completed in time to be of serv- 
ice this winter, but plans for the sew- 
‘ers leading from the business district 
were all disarranged by a decision ad- 
verse to the city in condemnation ‘pro- 
ceedings affecting proferty at the cor- 
ner of Sixth and Alameda and Seventh 
and Mateo streets. The City Engineer's 
office had contemplated building a for- 
tion of the storm sewers across pri- 
vate property, but the courts decided 
that where streets were available this 
could not be done. 

Contracts for parts of the storm sew- 
ers have not yet been let, and in some 
cases it is doubtful whether the sew- 
ers will be completed in time to be of 
service during the winter of 1905-6. 


Tunnel ie Dry. 

No water has yet been struck by the 
contractors Who are excavating on the 
tunriel section of the outfall sewer and 
Charley Stansbury is correspondingly 
happy. Two shafts have been sunk and 
500 feet of the tunnel is ready for the 
brick and ce-nent. 


af THE COURTHOUSE 
ELP IS NEEDED, | 
JUDGES SAY. 


CASES ARE MUCH HEAPED UP IN 
LOCAL TRIBUNALS. 


if All Suits Now at Issue Were Set 
the Calendars of the Six Depart- 
ments Would be Filled Until Next 
April at Least — Defendant in 
Dentistry Case Discharged. 


Judges of the :Superior Court are 
greatly concerned over the critical 
condition into which their tribunals 
have drifted by reason of piled up 
litigation. 

_ Following their summer vacation the 
judges have taken an inventory of 
suits pending and the sto.k on hand 
is found to aggregate amazing pro- 
portions. The Legislature is to be 
asked to provide a remedy. 

. Since 1889 there has been no increase 
in the number of judges of the Superior 
Court, the number at that time being 
changed from four to six. The number 
of cases filed in the Superior Court in 
1893, ten years ago, was 2531, while 
the number of cases in 1903 had risen 
to 4641, showing a reentage of in- 
crease in the numbef of cases filed of 
&15 per cent. Prac ly the business 
of the courts has increased since the 
two additional judges were appointed, 
fifteen years ago, fully 100 per cent. 
While those figures tell the reason 
why additional judges are urgently re- 
quired, to the lay mind, the delays 
that at present are unavoidable ap- 
peal more forcibly. And yet these de- 
lays are almost sure to be much ex- 
tended if relief be not obtained in the 
immediate future, If all the cases now 
at issue and waiting to be set for trial 
were set, the calendars of the six de- 
partments would be filled until at least 
April, 1965. 
It thus appears that there are no 
open dates for trial for months ahead, 
and every day new suits are being 
begun, and the congestion in the courts 
becomes more acute. When it is re- 
membered that very Often money and 
property is tied’ up Dy attachment, 
when important interests are depend- 
ant upon a speedy determination of 
the issues, involved delay of this kind 
is not only vexatious but means de- 
cided loss in money. A speedy trial 
is considered as requisite in civil prac- 
tice as in criminal suits. A speedy 
trial is assured to a criminal because 
his liberty may not be trifled with, 
but it is pointed out the. enjoyment 
of his property is also a constitutional 
guarantee to every citizen, and when 
a legal dispute over property rights 
cannot be carried to speedy trial the 


consUtutional assurance is not being 
fuliltied in its integrity and force. 
in considering these and other facts

+ 
in connection with the matter the 
judges of the Superior Court believe 
that substantial reiief from the present 
crowded condition under which they ere 
working cannot be obtained without at 
least three additiona! judges being pro- 
vided for. Indeed some of the judges 
decidedly incline to the opinion that 
four judges ought to be allowed. They 
say that Los Angeles city and county 
in their marvelous growth have too fre- 
quentiy failed to look ahead, and the 
result has been unsatisfactory. They 
do not deny that three additional 
judges will be able to handle the liti- 
gation at present being carried on in 
the courts, but they ask: What about 
the years ahead? In two or three 
years an additional jadge is likely to 
be required—perhaps two-—and it is 
considered certain that no fifteen years 
will elapse before extension is de- 
manded along this line. 

But. while conceding somethi to 
this view the general inclination is to 
keep within the bounds of that econ- 
omy which does not degenerate into 
parsimony, the consensus of opinion ap- 
pears to be that three judges will suf- 
fice. It is to be remembered, however, 
that the present overburdened condi- 
tion of the Superior Court affects cases 
tried in the justice's courte which may 
be appealed, as well as those cases 
Originally brought in the Superior 
Court. Appeal cases from the justice's 
courts must take their turn on the cal- 
éndar, and the result is that an appeal 
from the justice's court cannot now be 
heard in the Superior Court under six 
or eight months. Inasmuch as very 
many of such cases affect poor people, 
the amounts ‘involved being compara- 
tively small, the hardship to them re- 
solves itself not infrequently into a 
matter of actual suffering. 

Pursuing the matter to a final conclu- 
sion the same crowded condition exists 
in the Supreme Court of the State. 
This has become so generally appre- 
clated among laymen ag wel! as among 
lawyers that it is believed that the 
constitutional amendment providing for 
an intermediate appellate court will be 
adcpted by the people at the next eléc- 
tion, and if so, the desired relief will 
be afforded to the Supreme Court. The 
intermediate appellate court, it is pro- 
posed, will consist of three divisions of 
three judges each. One division wil! sit 
In Los Angeles, cne in San Francisco, 
and one In Sacramento. As a make- 
shift the Legislature has from time to 
time provided commissioners to ald the 
Supreme Court tn the preparation of 
opinions, but among attorneys there 
has been a strong sentiment in oppo- 
sition to this adjunct to the court. 
Lawyers prefer to have their cases 
passed upon by the judges directly, 
but because of the long delay in the de- 
termination of appeals, where the same 
are heard and passed upon by the court 
proper, attorney¥s are compelled to sub- 
mit their cases on briefs, and in that 
event they go to the commissioners for 
opinion. 

With the establishment of the inter- 
mediate court the offices of commission- 
ers will likely be abolished. 


BATHRICK DISCHARGED. 

E. F. Bathrick was arrested on the 
Zist inst. on a complain sworn out be- 
fore Justice Chambers, charging him 
with practicing dentistry without Hl- 
cense. In the Police Court he was fined 
$150, with the alternative of working 
the fine out in jaél at the rate of $1 a 
day. 

Bathrick was unfortunate in that he 
Was the first to be arrested In the 
crusade made against the illegitimate 
practitioners who are advertising for 
patronage in this city. The abuse has 
become 80 marked that the State board 
is moving and there is a list of twen- 
ty-five practitioners who are to be 
prosecuted. 

Bathrick didn't want to pay out such 
a gooily sum of money as $150, and, on 
the other hand, he had decided objec- 
tion to going to jail. His attorney sued 
out a writ of habeas corpus. Bath- 
rick was taken before Judge York yes- 
terday afternoon and the result of the 
investigation was his discharge. 

The merits of the case were not in- 

quired into, but on the face of the 
complaint Judge York held that it was 
insufficient. The complaint was gen- 
eral in its terms, he being charged 
merely with practicing dentistry with- 
out a license, while the court held that 
under the provision of the statute the 
complaint ought to have been specific, 
showing that he had held himself out 
to the public by a sign, by advertising 
in the papers, as well as by operating 
upon patients. 
The assistant City Attorney intimated 
that the specific acts had been shown 
at the trial, but as they were not al- 
leged in, the complaint, Bathrick slipped 
out.

The morals of F. A. Luce, a local 
architect, received a shock when he 
drifted into a rooming-place where the 
atmosphere was not to his liking. and 
when he hiked out in a hurry the land- 
lady detained his trunk. Now he is in 
court seeking to compel Mrs. Sadie 
Tracy to give him possession of his 
property. 

Luce avers in his complaint that on 
September 15 he took a room at The 
Hazel, No. 107% South Broadway, upon 
the representations made by Mrs. Tracy 
as would warrant him, he thought, in 
believing that his steps would net. be in 
the paths of the ungodly, nor that he 
would be compelled to rub shoulders 
with the seariet woman. But he avers 
he was mistaken. 

With indiggation Luce says he speed- 
lly discovered that the pr®mises were 
conducted as a house of ill-repute, and 
that the place was infested with lewd 
women whom Mrs. Tracy is known to 
introduce to her male transient ests. 
The complainant avers that Mrs. "Tracy 
and H. T. Tracy, her alleged husband, 
had stated that The Hazel was con- 
ducted respectably and in conformity 
with good morals, and not a place such 
as he discovered it to be, and which. he 
alleges is “protected and held tmmune 
from prosecution.” Luce says his trunk 
is a good one, and with the contents 
worth $200. |

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DUCK HUNTERS 
GETTING BUSY. 


Plenty of Big Birds Have | 
Been Coming in. 
Many New Clubs Will be in 
the Field This ¥ear. 


Good Duck Marsh is Wanted 
at a Long Price. 


The ducks are coming in. 

Quiet Sunday snewks to:remote club-’ 
houses, ‘a great rummaging among 
motheaten jackets, dauby seances with 
paint pot and brush with here and 
there a much-needed touch: to boat 
bottom or decoy's back, and occasional 
meditations by the side of what once 
Was and yet Will be a duck pond aye 
the tributes Los Angeles clubmen afe 
peying to their putren goddess now- 
adays. All the pleasures of anticipa- 
tion are now theirs; each as he views 
the weed-covered biind reeails with 

‘ keen pleasure the days when he got 
the limit last winter and the many 
more when he did not, with the firm 
conviction that this coming season he 
will be a better shot. and still fewer 

will get away. Few 
enough ef them do as it is, but man- 
kind, and particularly sportsmen, ‘are | 
full of hope; each dirty old garment 
brings a train of recollections in its 

Wake and the mere suggestion of the 
old duck gun that so often has belched 
forth its message of death into big 
bands of sprigs—always, sprigs, never 
spoonbisis—puts. its owner into the sev- 
enth heaven of reminiscent joy. This 
year there seems to be a more wide- 
spread interest in the duck prospect 
than ever before. Men who never hed 
time to hunt in seasons gone by have }) 
cast their affiliation with some club and 
have determined to go in for the sport 
that seerns to have such potent charms 
to so. many. 

There will be more duck clubs oper- 
ating in this end of the State than pre- 


ery section having from. one to half a 


dozen new associations preparing to 
minister to the webfeet'’s discomfort 
twice a week during the fou 


months open time which begins Octo- 
ber 15. All the older organizations have 
been working on their ponds and 
pumping or uncapping wells for a 
month past, and in consequence there 
is much fresh water in the country to 
attract the passing wild fowl. 

Considerable change will be noticed 
by the members of most of the clubs 
when the:y gather on the opening ay. 
Some preserves which were very pro- 
ductive :ast winter have been practicai- 
ly ruthed for this, and in many of th- 
marshes extensive and expensive 
ehanges have been found necessary 

In the Balliona district the 
tion Club has had its lakes fuli nearly 
a month and there is alrealy a big 
showing of birds on them. The goose 
pond morning and evening is literally 
covered with sprigs, mostly this sea- 
birds apparentiy. .Spoonbil's and 
other commoner fow: are pretty well 
represented and some widgeon are 
heard on the moonlit evenings The 
Recreation Club sold a large. piece of 
its land not long since, but th? marsh 
is unaffected and as the sandhills are 
to be free from the noisy efforts uf the 
ekyscraping fraternity this winter it t- 
reasonable to expect an improvement 
in the Recreation Club's shooting, no - 
withstanding the settling of the adja- 
cent country. 

Water will probably be the Santa 
Monica Gun Club's trouble this win- 
ter. It is dependent upon the Alla, 
and .the worthy gentlemen who com- 
pose that ciub are now engaged in bor- 
ing at considerable expense for the 
most necessary adjunct to a duck pas- 
ture—aqua pura in considerable quan- 
tity. The Centinela Club had a mast 
unfortunate experience last year. find- 
ing it necessary to drop out the old 
officers, and losing its principal ponds 
through actions that by no :@retch of 
the imagination could be classed as 
sportsmaniike. Those of the members 
who stayed with the club will shoot 
over the old Alla marsh this) winter, 
and Vice-President Winship, who ts su- 
perintending the arrangement, feels 
confident that the water quéstion can 
be settled by extensive deveiopment 
work now being done. The Alla peo- 
ple have erected a new house and an- 
ticipate no trouble from the, automo- 
bile road to Del Rey; in fact, it is con- 
templated asking the Automobile Club 
of Southern California to lease that 
#trip of property for addition to the 
Alla pontis as there is every reasen to 
believe it will be inundated this win- 
ter. The old Centinela goose pondis di- 
vided between R. J. Northam, who has 
the pump-house end and Maj. Danie! 
Freeman and his associates. Col. 
Northam has just finished putting in a 
new pumping plant. The dividing line 
goes through the center of the pond 
and it is hardly thought the arrange- 
ment will be productive of much shoot- 
ing for anybody though there are al- 
ready plenty of birds on the marsh. 

The Del Rey club recently organized

Three years ago all the dick clubs 
southeast of Log Beach {could be 
counted on the fingers of one hand. 
Last year half a dozen new ones were 
in the field, and this winter there wll 
as many more, hig and small. Tie 
Bolsa Chica, a pioneer in its seetion, 
has had plenty of water all summer, 
and birds have bred there ip eonsidcr- 
able numbers. Big ducks t@ay be seen 
trading buck and forth Detweer. the 
sea and fresh lakes at intervals all dav. 
kverything is in shape for the season 
were it to begin tomorrow. The Bolea 
Chica club in addition to being the 
most expensive, is the largest of: local 
clubs having forty members (on its 
books. Its buildings look like a coun- 
iry Village, and the appointments ore 
those of a first-class hotel. The shoot- 
ing has hardly been commensurate with 
the ‘cost, however. 

The Pacifie-Gun Club, of which Fred 
Lyon, Ed Tufts, W. H. Holmes, John 
HM. Schumacher, F. M. Notman and 
other former members of the old Alla 
are members, will probably have splen- 
did sport this winter. Last year its 
ponds were incomplete, and the mem- 
bers had to put up with pot luck, but 
they were enabled to locate the most 
desirablé spots for their dams, and now 
have a series of lakes that can hardly 
fail to attract big flocks of &Sprigs as 
soon as the season opens. The Pacific 
Club has plenty of water in all its 
Wells, and has much natural feed 
Standing on the land. | 

The completion of a broad-gauge elec- 
tr{¢ line to Huntington Beach is re- 
sponsible for a general advance in 
values in the Bolsa and Newport sec- 
tions by which those long-headed 
enough to anticipate these developments 
have profited handsomely, practically 
getting their duck shooting for nothing. 
The increment in values has not de- 
terred a number of duck-wild enthusi- 
asits from putting their money into 
likely tracts of swamp land and organ- 
izing clubs thereon. In -the Bolsa ré- 
gion the Lomita Club last year, its 
first in existence, enter th duck 


shooting, and this winter the new 
Westminster Club. a g -sized organ- 
igation, will be in the duck business 
alongside. Another smaller club is in 
process of construction: 

The Newport Gun Club, whose house 
stands on the strand south of Hunting- 
ton Beach, has one of the cosiest propo- 
sitions in California, its four members, 
Messrs. I. E. Ingraham, James Mat- 
field, E. W. Murphy and D. Whiting, 
having enough shooting for a.club of 
a dozen, and owning their lana. They 
have natural water, and will be a de- 
cided factor in the winter's duck deci- 
mation. 

All the clubs at the head of Newport 
Bay—the Fairview, Santa Ana and San 
Joaquin, ar®-well stocked with birds 
at present. More flocks seem to be 
coming in every day. Immense bands 
of shore birds resort to the fresh water 
ponds every day, affording a good pros- 
pect for sport, and plenty of prelimi- 
nary practice. | 

In consequence of the general de- 
mand for land and public appreciation 
of the pleasures that follow the pursuit 
of waterfowl, good duck marsh has be- 
come a really valuable asset. Many 
farmers are now getting good rent for 
bits of swamp too damp for stock pas- 
turage, and which cannot be turned 
to advantage in raising any kind oft 
marketable crop. Some of the clubs 
are paying for specially fine tracts of 
low ground, as much as $909 a year, 
and others but little less, exclusive of 
pasturage. 

The early appearance of big bands of 
sprigs has been construed .to preface 
1 very wet ~~" early winter. It is a 


first-class indication of good sport; so 


much so that there is nothing rash 
about the prediction that Southern 
California sportsmen are about to em- 
bark on the best duck season for sev- 
Early and heavy rains will 
not redound to the advantage of the 
clubmen, so much as to the unattached 
shooters, scattering the birds and giv- 
ing everybody a chance.
